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the Chicago Gaslight & Coke Fives. 
A Philadelphia syndicate has purchased 
the Chicago Gaslight & Coke 5 per cent bonds 
heretofore held by W. W. Gibbs, amounting 
to a little Jess than $1,000,000, at about 79. 
These bonds have been hanging over the 
market for several months, and in spite of 
ali that could be done by Chicago operators 
have prevented the price from rising to 
what they considered their real value. 
It will be remembered that some 
months since large biocks of these 
securities were offered m this city and tne 
knowledge that Mr. Gibbs had a safe full of 
them served to keep ordinary investors away 
from them. Several attempts have been made 
to put up the price, but without avail, and 
owners of the bonds have tried to form syn- 
dicates to buy the Gibbs holdings. A short 
time ago four or five banks in this city were 
interested in the subject, and it appears that 
a trade for about $1,250,000 was nearly con- 
summated, butit fell through. About the 
same time there was another syndicate com- 
of well-known Chicago capitalists, 
which was to take 500,000 of them, $600,000 
to be bought by a New York institution. 
Tuat scheme, too, failed, because the man in- 
trusted with the deal insisted on a price be- 
low 79, which was the figure asked 
by Mr. Gibbs. The Philadelpnians, bow- 
ever, came to the front, and all remaining 
in the hands of Mr. Gibbs; that is, 
a little less than $1,000,000 in face value, were 
bought. The price is supposed to have been 
70. This transaction stiffened the market in 
this city, and people who have héretofore 
not dared to buy them below 80 paid 80%c 
for them yesterday. It is thought that some- 
thing over $60,000 of the bonds changed 
hands in this city yesterday. The peopie who 
have had faith in the Gaslight 5sail through 
the period of low prices are jubilant and de- 
clare that 80 will soon look cheap for them.

„Are you going to take it off from our wages to 
make clothing cheaper?” : 

“No, indeed,” says Mr. Mills; “your wages 
will be as high as ever.” And then turning to 
the mien who are the consumers of clothing he 
says to them: But your clothing is going to be 
cheaper all the same.“ 

Now, my friends, is this idocy or hypocrisy? 
How can you take % off from a suit of clothes, 
the wool of which was grown in this country and 
passed through all the stages of American manu- 
facture, without taking that ® from some one 
who labors? 

No, this is not a free trade bill. That is, it is 
not free trade for the South. Wool and vegeta- 
bles raised in the North shall compete with all 
the countries of the world in its own market, 
but sugar and rice have a proper amount of pro- 
tection because produced alone in the South. 
Peas raised in the North on tne free list, but 
guber peas, otherwise known as the festive pea- 
nut, must be duly and properly protected be- 
cause raised in the South. 

“ IMMENSE * “FREE WHISKY” 

The next principal fallacy ot the Democratic 
party which was dwelt so lovingly upon by his 
one-termativeness,. G. Cleveland, is that he has 
an immense surplus. Now, as a matter of fact, 
we haven't any practical surplus at all. Of the 
surplus accumuiated in the past, even if we have 
$130,000,000, we owe, as shown by the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, about §230,000,000 
which will be due in less than two years, repre- 
sented by Government bonds which can be 
bought and paid for at par.

THE EMPEROR FREDERICK'S DIARY. 
The agitation over the publication of ex- 
tracts from the late German Emperor's 
diary in the Deutsche Hundschau has at last 
reached a point of definite certainty in the 
disclosure of the person who furnished the 
extracts in question to the Rundschau, and 
his arrest. To state the case more exactly, 
Prof. Geffeken returned from Heligoland to 
Berlin and gave himself up for the express 
purpose of meeting the charge against him. 
What the charge will be still remains in 
doubt. If the so-called state secrets are 
forgeries, as Bismarck characterizes them, 
then they are not state secrets at all. If, on 
the other hand, they are true copies then 
they reflect most seriously upon Bismarck, 
and that is unquestionably where the 
shoe pinches. Prof. Geffeken is no ordinary 
personage, He is a man of literary ability, 
has been a representative in the German 
Parliament, enjoyed the acquaintance of the 
late Emperor, and possesses considerable po- 
litical influence. It is more than likely that 
there are still more important agencies be- 
hind the professor in this business, which 
may help account for his readiness to stand 
trial, and in that case it may be likely that 
Bismarck will not care to push the case toa 
conclusion. 

That Bismarck should be exasperated is 
not remarkable. If it be true, as is stated, 
that the extracts have been compared with 
the diary and are found to agree with 
it, word for word, it may rob him of 
the glory of being the author of German 
unification, and show that be has been 
arraying himself in borrowed plumes, al- 
though he is now unquestionably a National 
Unionist. These extracts, as will be re 
membered, show that tne Chancellor, so far 
from advocating German unity, opposed it, 
not being willing to go farther than some 
form of confederation similar to that which 
followed Sadowa, and that it was the then 
Crown Prince who insisted upon it, and 
finally prevailed upon his father against Bis- 
marck’s counsels. It is but natural, there- 
fore, that the latter should be exasperated 
and seek not only to make it appear that the 
extracts as published are incorrect but that the 
original diary itself contains misstatements. 
Taking the most charitable view of the 
case, even assuming that Bismarck is honest 
in his position, the world will not fail to put 
more credence in the Emperor’s diary than 
in the Chancellor’s memory, wonderful as it 
is. It is inconceivable that a man like the 
‘Emperor Frederick, who was the very soul 
of truth and honor, should deliberately in- 
vent untruths and set them down from day 
| to day in a private diary, or that he would 
be likely to make mistakes in recording 
events that were freshly transpiring around 
him aud that wete part of his daily experi- 
ences.

| Power, may succeed in procuring a penal

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SCHOOLS. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
case of the Chicago Industrial School for 
Girls versus Cook County seems to be & 
unanimous one, and there is no likelihood, 
therefore, tna it will be changed. Under 
the law dependent children can be com- 
mitted to these institutions, of which there 
are some for boys and some for girls, their 
“tuition, maintenance, and care” to be paid 
tor at the rate of $10a month. It there are 
parents or guardians able to pay, then the 
expense falls on them; if not, on the county. 

The Supreme Court bases its decision on 
two clauses of the eighth article of the Con- 
stitution, which relates to education. The 
first clause sets forth that The General As- 
sembly shall provide a thorough and efficient 
system of free schools, whereby all children 
of this State may receive a good common 
school education.” The third clause provides 
that Neither the General Assembly nor any 
county, etc., shall ever make any appropria- 
tion or pay from any public fund whatever 
anything in aid of any church or sectarian 
purpose or to help support or sustain any 
school, academy, etc., controlled by any 
church or sectarian denomination whatever.“ 
It being admitted in the pleadings that the 
particular instituton which was plaintiff in 
the suit was controlled by a sectarian church, 


and that it was furnishing tuition to those 


committed to its care, the court, construing 
these two clauses of the Constitution to- 
gether, apparently had no difficulty in reach- 
ing the conclusion that Cook County had 
been paying for the education of children in 
sectarian schools, and that that was some- 
thing forbidden by the organic law of the 
State. Even if the county got a return for 
the money it paid in the sheltering, ciothing, 
and feeding of the inmates that fact did not 
modify the nature of the transaction, for the 
county cannot legally do anything to “sup- 
port or sustain any school controlied by any 
church or sectrian denomination ” out of the 
public taxes. : 

All that remains, then, is to see how wide 
a swath the decision cuts. It clearly applies 
to the public money given to the Training 
School for Boys at Fechanville, for that is 
controlled by the Roman Catholic Church. 
The Girls’ Industrial School at Hvanston is 
not in the hands of any one or two sects, but 
morality is taught there, and the chil- 
dren are instructed in the way common to 
all the Protestant evangelical churches, and, 
therefore, differing from that of the Catho- 
lic Church. How far that is sectarian it is 


for the courts to determine. The Training 


School at Norwood Park, where boys are 
cared for, is run by no sect. 

The law provides that the county shail pay 
for a child only when the parent or guardian 
cannot, and it may be claimed that the act 
holds good as against a father who has the 
means to foot the bills. But, on the other 
band, the State or county can hardly force a 
father to do what it cannot do itself, and the 


probabilities are that the entire act will have . 


to be recast before any use can be made of 
it. When remodeied it should be more care- 
fully drawn, so as to provide that it shall not 
be used to fill institutions with children who 
should not be sent there; so that the schools 
may be run with that greater economy 
which accompanies having a large number 
of inmates. There have in the past been 
more commitments than were actually neces- 
sary. 

Since 1869 the City of Chicago has paid 
over part of its receipts from police court 
fines to the House of the Good Shepherd, 
which is controlled by the Roman Catholic 
Church. This is a reformatory institution, 
not managed for “a sectarian purpose.”’ 


THE BIGELOW ROYAL INTERVIEW. 

The statement made by Mr. Poulteney 
Bigelow as to the personality of the present 
German Emperor, published in yesterday’s 
Trisuns, derived from intimate conversation 
and close personal observation, though some- 
what rose-colored, is exceedingly interesting. 
As a school friend of the Emperor he en- 
joyed the exceptional advantage of talking 
with him familiarly, and, combining with this 
a journalistic faculty peculiar to his family, 
he has presented the results of his talk in an 
attractive way, notwithstanding his evident- 
ly friendly prejudices in favor of the young 
Emperor. From one point of view the con- 
versation will strike Americans with sur- 
prise, however. If Gen. von Moltke, 
as the Emperor alleges, iid not make 
the remark that “he bad no opinions about 
“our Civil War, as he took no interest in the 
“movement of armed mobs,“ it is a little re- 
markable that he has not denied it himself. 
The report has been published many times in 
American, English, French, and German 
newspapers. It would not have taken him a 
minute to contradict uu. Why has he not 
done sof Evidently the Emperor, who has 
been a thorough student of our Civil War, 
could not understand the old Marshal's 


egotism and arrogance in making such a re- 


mark, and took it upon himseif to deny it for 
the Marshal even without his authority. In 
this connection Mr. Bigelow himself might 
have given the Emperor some infor- 
mation which would have been of 
value to Von Moltke, whose studies 
of our Civil War never got beyond the opera- 
tions of the Bull Run ninety days’ militia. 
Mr. Bigelow says: “The Emperor nodded 
significantiy when I assured him that we 
could put into the field within a week after 
the declaration of war a quarter of a million 
citizen soldiers, well armed and equipped, 
commanded for the most part by profession- 
ally trained officers, and lacking only a little 
drill and camp life to make them fit for regu- 
lar troops.” They were still talking of the 
militia. Mr. Bigelow might further have told 
him that within a week’s time a half million 
veterans whose beards are not yet gray, who 
know all about drill and camp lite and were 
under fire for years, and whose superiors for 
bravery or steadiness are not to be found in 
any European army, would take the field 
under their old officers. This little bit of in- 
formation might have corrected the old Field 
Marshal's impressions about armed mobs.“

The 
law provided that wholesale liquor dealers 
that had permits when the law went into ef- 
fect July 4 could have till Oct. 1 for closing 
out their stock. Today this permit expired 
and cannot be renewed. Although the change 
gives the druggists the entire control of the 
business, their way is hedged about with 
care, compelling restrictions calculated to 
make the business far from pleasant, even if 
lucrative. The conditions under which per- 
mits can be obtained are now of the 
ironclad order, certain to make the 
2 weary before he runs the 
gantiet of legal inquiry. He can only sell 
intoxicating liquor for pharmaceutical and 
medical purposes, aloohol for specified cherr- 
icai purposes, and wine for sacramental pur- 
poses. The “mechanical * of the 
old law are set aside, and he is held to a strict 
responsibility for the few purposes for which 
he can sell, Before he can get a permit he 
must publish his intention four weeks, must 
have a petition signed by one-third of the 
freeholder citizens in his township or ward, 
must give bond for $1,000 that he 
will not violate the law, must stand 
a cross-examination in the District Court, in 
which his pedigree and record are most care- 
— * scrutinized—and then it is optional 
with the Judge whether to grant him a per- 
mit or not, and if the opposition is pretty 
active he must try to ve that the welfare
